Continued Examination Under 37 CFR LI 14 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 . 1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 . 1 7(e) has been 
timely paid, the finality of the previous Office Action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on July 25, 2005 has been entered. Claims 1, 3, 6-21, 24, 26- 
29, 32, and 33 are now pending in the present application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office Action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -- (b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication 
in this or a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of 
application for patent in the United States- 
Claim 33 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Tiedemann, Jr. et 

al. (U.S. Patent # 5642,398). 

Consider claim 33, Tiedemann, Jr. et al. clearly disclose a method comprising: 
determining whether a mobile station has entered a new registration zone (abstract and 

figures 1 and 2)\ 

assigning a temporary identity to the mobile station for the new registration zone (figure 

2); 
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activating an entry timer for each registration zone that the mobile station has exited 
(figures 1 and 2); 

determining if the entry timer associated with the mobile station has expired (abstract and 
figures 1 and 2); and 

deactivating a registration of the mobile station for the registration zone for which the 
associated entry timer has expired (abstract, figures 1 and 2, and column 8 line 18 - column 1 1 
line 7). 

Allowable Subject Matter 
3 Claims 1, 3, 6-21, 24, 26-29, and 32 are allowed.

Claims 1, 3, 6-21, 24, 26-29, and 32 are allowed in view of Applicant's amendment and 

accompanying remarks filed on July 25, 2005.
